FIGURING upon prospective casualties, all of the 
additional second lieutenants in the Army will 
have received their full second lieutenancies by Jan.

All of 
the Infantry additionals have received promotion 
except three. and there are sufficient calculable cas- 
ualties to provide for these during the next three 
months.

From the busy hum arising from the var- 
ious parts of the monitor Miantonomoh at 
the New York Navy-yard, it is evident that 
Secretary Whitney’s orders to complete the 
ship are being carried out with all the force capable 
of working to advantage. Considerable changes 
are being made in some of the minor details, 
but the origmal plaus are being carried out 
pretty much as contemplated. It 13 probable that 
the present Administration will see this, our most 
powerful ironclad, completed and ready for action. 
Che compound steel turrets. are ready for erection, 
having been purchased in England and stored in the 
Navy-yard here for some time past. 








THE Midvale Steel Works, of Philadelphia, were 
the only bidders for furnishing the twenty-two sets 
of steel forgings for the 6-inch B. L. rifled guns, 
oil treated and annealed, proposals for which were 
due Sept. 27. Two bids were submitted by this firm 
—one for supplying the forgings rough bored and 
turned, oil treated and annealed at, $123,284; and 
the other for supplying the forgings with tubes, 
jackets and trinnions to be rough bored and turned 
by the Navy Department, and the other work by the 
contractor at $108,799. About 156 tons of furgings 
are involved in this contract. According to the 
terms of the.contract to be entered into the contrac- 
tor must furnish one set of ‘the forgings. not later 
than Dec. 31 next and not less than one set every 
fifteen days thereafter, the delivery to be completed 
within fifteen months from the date of contract. The 
work of fabrication of the gune for which these 
forgings are intended will be performed at the 
Washington Ordnance Foundry. The guns are in- 
tended for the new vessels now building. 








CuieF ENGINEER WILLIAMSON, Superintendent of 
the State, War and Navy Departments, has in con- 
templation the introduction of the incandescent 
electric light into a portion of the immense building 
under his charge, with a view to economy and 
safety. Many more improvements are in process 





of evolution by this officer for application ia the fu- 
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ture, but the electric light is the subject at present 
under discussion, and it will probably be installed be- 
fore very long, The Edison system is the one chosen 
for the experiment. It is found by the calculations 
carried out by Mr. Williamson and by his assistant, 
Mr. Tobir, U. 8S. N., that the cost of illuminating 
those portions of the building where artificial light 
is a constant necessity, will be very materially re- 
duced by the introduction of the electric system, 
and a factor of considerable value is the absolute 
safety with the freedom from air vitiation insured 
by the modern light. 





THE annual estimates of the Paymaster General 
for the fiscal year ending June 80, 1889, were sub- 
mitted to the Secretary of War on Wednesday. 
They call for $318,000 more than the estimates sub- 
mittod last year, the greater portion of the increase 
being for the support of the new Hospital Corps. 
The paymasters of the Army are rapidly explaining 
away the checkages made against them by the Sec- 
ond Comptroller of the Treasury. In fact some of 
them hai been satistactorily settled befure the 
Comptroller came out with his long list of sus- 
pended vouchers. In the case of Major Terrell, for 
instance, satisfactory evidence had been furnished, 
and tbe account in question allowed before the list 
was published, thus showing that the Comptroller 
was somewhat premature in his announcement that 
no attention had been paid by disbursing officers to 
the notices given of the charges standing against 
them on the Treasury books. With few exveptions 
it is believed that the necessary evidence can be 
furnished to pass the ‘‘hung up” vouchers without 
personal loss to the officersconcerned. In the stop- 
page circular for the current month, however, the 
War Department has given notice of the amounts 
checked against them, so that they will be forced to 
come to an early settlement with the Treasury, or 
otherwise probably suffer, as unjustly as it may 
seem, a checkage against their salary. 








In refutation of the charges which have been 
so recklessly made by the daily papers, since the 
dismissal of Captain Gray, as to the great amount of 
intemperance in the Army, a prominent officer of 
the Judge Advocate General’s Department, who has 
statustics at hand, and therefore knows whereof he 
speaks, gives us his views on the subject. He says, 
and quotes the reports on court-martial offences to 
prove it, that there has been a large decrease yearly 


‘in intemperance in both the rank and file of the 


Army ever since the War. From the returns thus 
far received, and which will form a basis of the 
Acting Judge Advocate General's annual report, it 
appears that this year is no exception to the rule; in 
fact, the percentage of decrease, especially among 
officers, is much larger than for several years past. 
These good results he attributes to the restrictions 
upon sutlers at army posts, and to the good work 
being done by temperance advocates throughout the 
country. Speaking from personal observation, the 
officer said that during his recent vacation he stop- 
ped at several army posts where ke had an oppor- 
tunity to observe the habits of officers. At one of 


‘these posts 17 officers were stationed, of which 18 


were strictly temperate and the other three moderate 
At another post, 10 out of 18 were total 
abstainers. . In the opinion of this officer there is 
less intemperance in the Army than among any like 
number of professional men ia civil life, not except- 
ing ministers of the Gospel. 
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THE DESTRUCTION OF THE SILLIMAN BY THE PNEUMATIC GUN. 


THE illustration which follows, for which we are 
indebted to the Scientific American, shows graphi- 
cally the effect of the impact of the projectiles from 
the Pneumatic gun upon the hull of the Silliman, 
destroyed last week by Lieut. Zalinski in his experi- 
mental practice. No. 3 is copied from an in- 
stantaneous photograph taken just as the explosion 
was felt by the vessel, showing the hull lifted up a 
few feet above its normal position, and the spray 
and water rising in the air. The view is of interest

as illustrating this lifting action. Of the fifth shot 
the Scientific American says: ** The percussion fuse 
of the fifth shot probably struck some of the float- 
ing wreck, for when directly over the vessel, almost 
level with the water, it exploded with a bright flash 
of flame. This shot illustrated what would be an 
effective method of attack in some cases. An aerial 
explosion of several bundred pounds of gelatine 
directly over the deck of a vessel would probably 
render most of her crew hors de combat.

RECENT DEATHS. 

CoLoneL SAMUEL Woops, U. 8S. Army, retired, a 
veteran officer with an excellent record, died at 
Oakland, Cal., Sept. 22. He entered the Military 
Academy from his native State, Indiana, in 1833, was 
graduated in 1837, and promoted 2d Lieutenant, 6th 
U.S. Int. He served in the Florida War and wa; 
engaged in the battle of Okeechobee. When the Mex- 
ican War broke out he had attained the grade of 
Major, 15th U. 8. Inf., and received the brevet of 
Lieut.-Colonel for his gallantry at Chapultepec. He 
was disbanded in 1848 at the ‘close of the war, but 
was reinstated by act of Congress as Captain, 6th 
U. 8. Inf., to date from Feb. 27, 1843, and in 1856 was 
appointed a Paymaster with the rank of Major. Dur- 
ing the war he served on the Pacific Coast and re- 
ceived the brevet of Lt.-Colonel for his faithful and 
meritorious services. On June 7, 1879, he was pro- 
moted deputy paymaster-general, and on June 8, 
1880, assistant paymaster-general with the rank of 
Colonel. He was retired Jan. 24, 1881, at his own re- 
quest, having served over forty years. 


Pay Drrector Epwarp T. Dunn, U. 8. Navy, re- 
tired, who died at Baltimore, Md., Sept. 27, in the 
77th year of his age, was born in the District of 
Columbia, and entered the Navy Feb. 21, 1831, when 
he was attached to the Mediterranean Squadron. 
Tn 1837 and 1838 he took part in the South Sea Ex- 
ploring Expedition. During the Mexican War he 
was connected with the East India and Pacific 
Squadrons. From 1860 to 1863 he served on the sloop 
Mary, and from 1863 to 1865 was fleet paymaster of 
the West Gulf Blockading Squadron. In 1865 he 
was appointed paymaster at Baltimore, which posi- 
tion he held until 1869, when he was made Chief of 
the Bureau of Provisions and Clothing. On March 
5, 1871, he became Paymaster General, and was re- 
tired Jun. 22, 1873, with the relative rank of commo- 
dore. He leaves ason anda daughter, Mrs. Louise 
Klein-Dunn. 


Tue funeral of the late Major-General James B. 
R‘cketts, U.S. Army, whose death we announced 
last week, took plave on Saturday last, Sept. 24. 
Nearly all the Army and Navy officers in Washing- 
ton were present, besides many others. The band, 
light battery, and foot batteries of the 3d U. S. Ar- 
tillery from Washington Barracks and the two 
troops of cavalry from Fort Myer, Va., assisted in 
the ceremonies. The remains were interred with 
customary honors in the Arlington National Ceme- 
tery. The pall-bearers were Generals Augur, 
Wright, Benét, and Graham, of the Army, and 
Surgeou-General Gunnell, of the Navy. 

Last week we reported briefly the death, Sept. 18, 
near Oysterville, Wash. Ty., of Eusign N.S. Moseley, 
U.S. Navy. Lieut. Burnett, commanding the Coast 
Survey steamer McArthur, adds the following: 
“Ensign Moseley left the ship in a whaleboat for 
Oysterville forthe mail. A beavy squall capsized 
the boat. The crew succeeded in righting her, but 
were unable to free her of water. After drifting 
helplessly for three hours Mr. Moseley died, it is 
supposed, from heart failure consequent on pro- 
longed exertion. The boat grounded after drifting 
six hours, and the body was taken aboard ship. 


CoLonEL C. Wep, who died at his home 
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of three brothers who served with distinction in the 
War of the Rebellion, the other two dying in the 
fieid. When the war began the three brothers— 
Lewis, Charles and Mason Weld—all desired to enter 
the service, but their mother entreated that one 
migbt remain with her. Lewis, after doing valuable 
work in Colorado, of which Territory he was Secre- 
tary, in fitting out tronps, himself went to the front. 
Charities had already gone and fell at Chaucellors- 
ville in 1863. Mason Weld, in the same year,‘raised 
a company of ‘the 25th Connecticut Volunteers 
mainly among his own friends, and served in the 
Southwest under Gen. Bauks, being promoted to 
Lieut. Colonel for good conduct in the operations 
around Baton Rouge. Louis Weld died as Colonel 
of colored troops in the field early in 1865, and of the 
—e brothers only Mason remained at the close of 
the war. 


JosePH C. CANNING, a Deputy Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, died Sept. 25,in East Orange, N. J., 
aged 66. ._Mr. Canning was purser of the steamship 
Baltic, of the Collins Line, before the war, and in 
1861, entered the naval service and served as Acting 
Assistant Paymaster of the steamer Cambridge, one 
of the earliest blockaders, and later of the ironclad 
Mohican, on which he was present at the capture of 
Fort Fisher and Wilmington, N. C. After the war 
he was appointed to the office which he held at the 
time of his death. He leaves a widow, ason, and 
three daughters. 


THe Waltham (Mass.) papers contain obituary 
notices of the death of Miss Kate M. Forrest, eldest 
daughter of Sergeant Michael Forrest, U.S. A., of 
Watertown Arsenal, whose funeral occurred Sept.

SECRETARY WHITNEY AND THE NAVY 


THE Washington Star of Sept. 27 has this gossip: 
“The Secretary of the Navy is very muvh annoyed at 
the failure of some of the boards he has appointed 
to accomplish the purpose of their creation. It is 
said that he feels that there is a systematic resist- 
ance of his policy for the building up of the Navy, 
On Saturday there was something of a scene between 
the Secretary and Capt. Ramsay, the president of 
the board on lifeboats. The hfeboat board had 
previously reported that they were unable to find in 
any of the plans for lifeboats reported one that was 
better adapted for the use of the Navy than the old 
whaleboat which has nm in use for a hundred 
years. The Secretary was not satisfied with this re- 
port. He ordered the board—of which Capt. Ram- 
say 1s presidert—co report to him the plan of a life- 
boat. The board bas been at work for some time, 
and were about ready to make their report, when, 
on Saturday, Mr. Whitney’s attention was called toa 
newspaper paragraph which said that the report 
was ready and would be similar to the old report, 
stating that no lifeboat had been found. Heat once 
asked Capt. Ramsuy if such was the case,and on 
being informed that it was, became indignant, and 
in the most peremptory terms commanded the cap- 
tain to continue the work until some plan was 
teund, and not to make another report until this 
bad been accomplished. Sharp words are said to 
lave passed between them, and Capt. Ramsay was 
in a bad temper when he left the Secretary’s pres. 
ence. It is probuble that the board will insist that 
nee have done all that they canand will not change 
their report. In this event, it 1s said, the Secretary 
will appoint a civilian board. ° 

“Similar trouble occurred with relation to the 
board on the 6,000-ton battle ships, They at first 
reported that they could not decide upon plaus, 
and that they had accomplished nothing. The 
Secretary would not accept this report, but 
ordered them to bring in plans. They then 
adopted the Barrow plans, which were pur- 
chased, and now a board is estimating the cost 
of the vessels. But it is said now that several 
fatal defects in these planus have been discovered, 
and they will practically have to be made over 
again. ‘I'he furnace rooms are said to be so de- 
fective as to imperil the lives of the stokers and put 
the vessel in danger of fire. 

** These are said to be merely examples of the dif- 
ficulty Secretary Whitney and his officers have in 
coming to an agreement upon matters relating to 
the Navy. At the very start on entering the De- 
partment he bad trouble with the old advisory board, 
which was finally abolished. And when he ‘pro- 
posed the reorganization of the Department he was 
opposed by some of the chiefs of bureaus and other

GRAND ARMY NATIONAL ENCAMPMENT. 


THE annual encampment of the Grand Army of 
the Republic at St. Louis this week brought to- 
gether a cou tiou of veterans variously esti- 
mated at from forty to sixty thousand, two-thirds 
of them from the neighboring States of I[linois, 
Missouri, and Kansas. Some 2,500 tenta were spread 
in the public parks for the accommodation of the 
visitors, and thousands thus revived their experience 
of camp life. The rain seriously interfered with th 
chief feature of the occasion, the street parade. Of 
this the N. Y. Tribune says: The twenty-two 

ears which have passed since the great review on 

ennsylvania ave. bave made middie aged and even 
old men of the Union soldiers. A large propor- 
tion of the veterans now have gray hairs to show in 
proof of active service a generation ago. Their faces 
are seamed and time worn, and an air of weari- 
bess and a sober and sedate mien are seen in the 
piace of the alert carriage and rollicking gayety of 
other days. The veterans are rapidly aging, and 
they are beginning to count the cost of the annual 
dein rheumatic twinges and neuralgic pains, 
aud some of them to wonjer whether it would not be 
wiser for them to drop out of the files altogether and 
allow tbe younger men to march. 

Yet they are soldiers still, and when drums and 
fifes are heard they fall into hne and try to forget 
that their battles were fought a quarter of a cen- 
tury ago. Time has left its imprint ineffaceably 
upon their faces, but the military bearing, the erect 
carriage and the soldierly stride were not wanting. 
These were the meu who had fought with the Armies 
of Tennessee, the Cumberland, and the Potomac, 
and to whose valor and countless sacrifices the coun- 
try owes its deliverance. These were the heroes 02 
the forced march, the siege, and the battle-charge, 
and they deserved, even in their forlora march 
through the rain, under the most dismal of skies, 
the homage and respect of the vast throng of sight- 
seers. But even these heroes insisted upon the privi- 
leges of long service as veterans, and while they 
were willing to marchin the raiu they had some 
little regard for their health. Many of them wore 
waterproof coats, yellow or black, outside their uni- 
forms, and, if the truth must be told, + many 
carried umbrellas over their heads. here were 
thousands of fair faces in the windows of the botels 
and the business blocks, the only gleams of bright- 
ness to be descried under the dingy sky. The pla- 
toons would bave had a more martial aspect if the 
umbrellas had been sheathed and the Caseenrees: 
strapped to the back, but the veterans considered 
prudence the better part of valor,.so onward they 
went, each in his own way, through the driving 
rain, exciting sometimes a smile by their grotesque 
appearance, but invariably bearty admiration aod 
applause frow the ereat concourse of sight-seers 
who blocked the sidewalks and lined the windows 
in Broadway, 4th and Olive streets. 

The dripping flags received much boisterous no- 
tice, and, as a squad carrying the tattered remaoants 
of battle flags passed by, the enthusiasm became un- 
bounded. Throughout the column an occasional 
warrior carried a cane or a pole on which was dan- 

ting a chicken, leg of mutton, side of bacon, cab- 
b e, or some other representation of a foraging ex- 

ition or commissary stores. As the right of the 
line reached its destination the troops broke ranks 
and hastened back to the reviewing stand to get a 
glimpse of the commanders. They came with a rush 
that threatened the destruction of the rest of the 
column, but the mounted staff of the Lilinois division 
soon forced a way through the crowd and cleared a 


assage. 
Peat 30 o’clock the Sons of Veterans brought up 
the rear, and the crowd made arush for the grand 
stand to see and shake hands with “ Cncle Billy.” 
The General refused to respond to the numerous 
calls for @ speech, and, finding an opportunity, 
slipped into a carriage and was quickly driven away. 

bere were about 12,000 men who marched all the 
way to the triumphal arch. There would undoubt- 
edly have been 35,000 in line if the weather had not 
been inclement. The parade was admurably con- 
ducted in spite of the raiu, and notwithstanding all 
drawbacks was an imposiug display. 

Gen. Fairchild was enthusiasticaliy received when 
he reacbed the reviewing stand, and Gen. Sherman 
also bad a most enthusiastic welcome. ln the other 
seats reserved for distinguished visitcrs were Han- 
nibal Hamlin, Gen. Pope and most of the War Gov- 
ernors. The War Governors subsequentiv lunched 
with Gen, Frost and were entertained at dinner by 
the Mayor. They also attended un evening recep- 
tion given by Gen. John W. Nobie in honor of Chief 
Justice Miller. 

Hundreds of receptions, reunions and annual 
gatherings were held during the afternoon and 
evening by survivors of regiments und brigades, 
and the hotels resounded until a late hour with 
music, war sungs and rollicking gayety. 

The address of Gen. Fairchild, Commander-in- 
Chief of the Graud Army, to the National Encamp- 
ment shows that the Order had on June 30, 1887, the 
following membership: In good standing, 336,562 ; 
suspended, 25.220; by delinquent reports, 10,892; 
grand total, 372,674, an increase in the last quarter 
of 15,616 and in the last five quarters of 72.355. In 
1880 the whole number of members was only 60,634. 
During the year 3,406 members died. The amount 
expended in charity during the year ending in 
March, 1887, was $253,934.43. This money was dis- 
bursed to 17,607 comrades and their families, and 
8,999 others were assisted. Itis estimated that pri- 
vate unrecorded charities amounted to much more, 
Tbe Commander. in-Chief says: 

The loyal py of this country are with us heart 
and soul, and on their stroog Icve we can al ways de- 
pend for support so long as we keep strictly within 
the path of duty wisely marked out by those who 
founded and those who have, with rare good jadg- 
ment, fostered this society. We have thus far fol- 
lowed that path and no other, ani I see no indica- 
tions that the comrades can 10 the future be seduced 
into forbidden ficlds. We invite from the people of 
this country the keenest scrutiny of our course, con- 
fident that it will be fuund, thus far, well within 
toe lines laid down by our rules and regulations, ; 

Gen. Fairchild argued that the efforts to secure 
pension legislation was the mere fulfilment of the 
obligation each comrade assumes to assist such for- 
mer comrades in arms as need help and protection, 
and to extond needful aid tothe widows and or- 





phans of those who have fallen, Hesaid; “I have 
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, said that all Grand Army men, with the approval of 
the people ewe have been enlisted in this 
cause—men of all shades of political belief have 
been foremost in these efforts, and never. until this 
year, has it entered the mind of any well-informed 
mau to charge that this zealin bebalf of our needy 
comrades wasof a politival partisan character. The 
Grand Army oftoe Republic will never consent 
that this question of pensions shall be classed among 
those which men commonly call partisan. [ nave 
recited and reiterated this well-knowa record of the 
Grand Army of the Republic for the information of 
those wh» may bave been led to believe that we 
have recently made pew and unheard of demands 
for pensions. Thatis pot so. What we ask now, in 
the way of veneral pensions, we have advovated tor 
ae > We ask it because we believe it to be “ight. 

edo not think it is demanding too much.” The 
Comwander-in-Chief recapitulates the decision of 
the Judge Advocate General, oue of which held 
that the eonsideration by a Post of resolutions, con- 
demuing the action of the Presideatin vetoing the 
Dependent Pension bill, and urging upoa Cougress 
the passage of the same over the veto, was nol out- 
side the letter, spirit or intendment of the declared 
objects of the order, and not an attempt to use the 
organization for partisan purposes. Gen. Fairchild 
concludes as follows: 


Iheartily congratulate all who have the pleasure to attend 
this great reunion of old comrades whuse [friendship was 
welded in the bot flame uf battle, in the camp, on the march, 
aad cemented by the love which ali bore and still maintain 
for the Union. In Fraternity, Charity and Loyalty we 
staad, proud of the fact that there is not now nor has there 
ever been any bitter feeling of hate for thove of our fellow 
citizens who, once in arms against us, but now being loyal, 
have long ago taken their old-time places in our hearts, 
never, we ag A hope, to be removed therefrom. We 
have not now, nor have we at any time since the war closed 
had any dispositioa to open again the bloody chasm which 
once unhappily divided this people. We not only will not 
ourselves reopen that dreadful abyss, but we will, with the 
loyal people North and South, protest against all etemess 
which others may make to do _ 80, 7 hold- 
ing up for especial honor and distinction anything that 

rtains to or in any manner glorities the cause Of disunion. 
With the ple of the South we only seek to continue the 
friendly rivalry long ago eatered upon in the effort to make 
our beloved land great and prosperous and its people intel- 
gent, happy and virtuous. We will rival them ia eralting 
all that pertains to and honors this great Union, and in con- 
demning everything that tends to foster a hostile sentiment 
thereto. We will rival them in earnest endeavors to incul 
cate iu the minds of all the citizens of this country and espe- 
cially of our children a heartfelt love for the United States 
of America, tothee d that present aod coming generations 
shall ia every part of the land believe in and “maintain true 
allegiance thereto, based upon a paramount respect for and 
fidelity to its Constitution aad laws,” waica will leai then 
to “ discountenance whatever tends to weaken loyalty, in- 
cites to iasurrection, treasoa or rebellion, or in any manner 
impairs the efficiency aod permanency of our free institu- 
tions,” and will impel them “* tv eacourage the spread of un- 
iversal liberty, equal rights and justice to all men,” aod to 
defend these sentiments, which are quoted from the funda- 
mental law of our order, with their lives if need he, aad to 
further end that they shall so revere the emblems of the 
Union that under no circumstances can be coupled with 
them in the same honorable terms the symbols of a senti 
ment which is antagonistic to its perpetuity. The contem- 
plation of the grand picture of a loug-ago preserved Union, 
a mighty people prospering as no ple on earth ever be- 
fore prospered, witn a future far beyond that which opens 
to aay other nation ; a land, comrades, which to all its citi- 
zeos is worth living for; and a country and a ‘“overnment 
worth dying for, constitutes the greatest reward of thuse 
who have suffered and bled and striven that such a spec- 
tacle might be possible. 








AN AMERICAN ARMY. 
To the Editur of the Army and Navy Journal: 


THE general discussion of mears and measures for 
the improvement of the militia forces of the coun- 
ry: the interest which it has excited among those 
who believe that the lion bas not as yet contem- 
plated lying down with the lamb, and the various 
_ which have been presented for rapidly utiliz- 

ng our war resources warrant the asking of the 
question, ** What shall an American Army be?” dt 
is Only of late years that the average American has 
appreciated the fact that he is a coustituent ofa 
nation which can go alone. 

It was with a sort of ludicrous surprise that 
we became aware that the conditions of war 
in this country were such that we really 
did not need to import all our strategy 
from abroad; tbat our Generals had adop- 
ted methods which were as applicable to the exig 
encies of our conflict as our labor saving machinery 
had been found to be to our physical surroundings. 
Men went around declaring the glad tidings that 
this move and that were really quite fine examples 
of the art and worthy to be studied, and those who 
doubted were advised to read their Chespey. 

Weare indeed still impressed by the novelty of 
our admiasion to the brotherho of great war 
powers, so much so that we refrain from 
asserting ourselves and modestly imitate those 
with whom we are so recently associated. 
We are yet hedged around by precedents 
which we did not establish, aud dare noc 
assert Ourselves until we are compelied to. We wear 
& spiked helmet because the Germans who beat the 
French wear them. If the French had beaten the 
Germans we would have continued to wear the Gallic 
head covering. Because the English officer of a cen- 
tury ago wasinvariably too boozy to administer jus- 
tice after three o'clock we continue to consider our- 
selves theoretically drunk at the same period, Nat 
only in what we are do we follow our leaders, but in 
what we are to be, we are too prone to copy unneces- 
sarily fromother armies. Our military writers take 
too little account of national characteristics in their 
speculations as to the idealarmy, What we want is 
en American system, adapted to our personal habits, 
cousonant with our ideas, and suitable to our topo- 
graphy, customs, and politioal policy, We want an 
equipment suitahle to our service, a uniform ac- 
fom modated to our climate, and tactics governed 

v the exigencies of war as it will manifest itself in 
this country. 
aneere are, of course, certain broad principles of 
a warlike art which ually apply to all just as 
alike are rules of morals and behavior necessary 
e — the Celt and the Saxon, the Russian and the 

Paulard. But while we cannot regard these weig biy 
aos it does not follow that we must eat ration 
cpeeneuh t with the German military 

ruben or stretch our legs because the Frencn pro- 
Theso little is too long for our martial frame. 
Considerations of national digestion ana 





anatony must be consid . While we may admit 
that the infinite detail of the Prussan Army is ad- 
mirably suitable for the precise and formal German 
mind, it is useless to hope, winle Americans remain 
as they are in their habits, that we can ever make 
these menu items :n a military machine. Weare too 
restless, too indepeadent to be reduced to the gov- 
ervance of cast iron rules. An American is a crea- 
ture of expedieots, he revels in overcoming difficul 

ties by original methods. If you prescribe his duties 
too precisely and leave him no opportunity for bie 
own ingenuity to sisplay itself you @estrov his ind:- 
viduality and with it the secret of his success. Io a 
like manoer the American soldier cannot be worked 
upon by the theatrical machinery woich governs a 
French soldier. Genuine Americans do not respond 
to uppeals like the Napoleonic bulletins. [t mav be 
take u as an axiom tnat where, during the war, uf 
two regiments oue was addressed as ** boys” and the 
other as ** men,” the latter wus the best uy a large 
majority. Battlefield eloquence has tittle effect. 
We are too practical for fine words and do uot care 
a picayune whether 40 or 4,000 centuries look down 
upon us from contiguous pyramids. [t don’t affect 
the work on hand an iota and all the American sol 

dier cares is to know what the work 1s that is to be 
done and to have it explaived to him how best to do 
it. It is, therefore, these national characteristics 
which we must consider in framing the future army 
and bow to accommodate tbem to the r: quisite ne- 
cessities of discipline aud instruction. We can ela 

borate as iugenious a system as possible. We can 
take from the French, Germana, English and Rus- 
siaos their best and we can make an admirable mili 

tary coat. We will wear it and, possibly, think it 
just the thing until we bave to do some work in it, 
and then we will find it binds us here and chafes us 
there and off it will go and we will fight in our shirt 
sleeves, as all fighters do. 

Why then do we seek 80 persistently to copy? Our 
own experience of war is not a limited one. Our 
situation, our climate, our topography 1s not mate- 
rially altered. and the Americans of to day are not 
different in any wav from those of twenty years 
ago. We had learned a great deal of war at the end 
of the rebellion. We kaew what we wanoted and 
we knew what our conditions permitted. What, 
then, is to prevent us from applying to ourselves 
our owa experience? Why do we try to become 
Germans or French or this, that and the other? Way 
do we seek to work out our problem with inappli- 
cable formulas? Why do not our military Gamuliels 
who ask us tu sit at their feet while they instruct in 
what we sbull do abandou the fallacious dreams of 
landwehrs and landsturms, which are impossible in 
this country? Why do they offer to usa company 
columnue, when it is difficult to get even a platoon? 
Why do they seek the unattainabie, in fact? aod why 
in the name of Mars—wobo dive not regard the 
American Army as the least considered of his vota 
ries—do they not elaborate a system which shail 
contemplate the people it shall have to fit, and not 
a people which shall have to fitasystem? Weare 
particularly careful ip this article not to suggest 
avy solutivu of the problem. We give as the fastors 
of it Americans, America. and war as it hus been 
and necessarily will be for mauy years in America, 
and trust that among the many iogenious minds 
who are studying the question one at least will be 
found to suggesta plan to utilize our own << 
ences. 2

THE Naval Board on Estimates of the cost of con- 
structing the 6 000-ton battleship, plans for which 
were purchased from the Barrow Ship Building 
Company, beld a meeting at the Navy Department 
Sept. 27. he Board bas brought its estimates 
down to $124,000 less than the amount appro- 
priated for the construction of this vessel. The 
steam engineering bureau was allotted $500,000 for 
the machinery of the vessel, but will only require 
$486,000. The bureau of construction’s estimate is 
nearly $100,000 less than ite allotment. The Board 
has not finally disposed of the estimates for the de- 
partment cruiser. The report on the Barrow vessel 
was submitted to Secretary Whitney on Thursday. 
Some slight alterations in the original plans are sug- 
gested, but they are not radical. The vessel is to 
have triple expansion engines with forced draft in- 
tended fora speed of 18 knots. The estimates in- 
clude a full equipment, such as rigging, sails, an- 
chors, etc. The most important recommendation is 
that the vessel be built at the Norfolk Navy-yard. 
By the use of temporary sheds it is believed that the 
work of constructing the great ship can be carried 
on until Congress provides for the erection of suit- 
able permanent shops.

THE ALBATROSS’S WORK. 


Car No.2 of the Fish Commission has arrived in 
Washington with a cargo of trout and rock bass, 
which will be sent on application to us ig 
Moryland, Virginia and Pennsylvania. Next week 
25.000 young carp will be shipped to Kansas City for 
applicants residing in Kausas. Colorado, fowa, and 
western Missouri. Another car will a few days 
later be sent to the Territories bordering on the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. About the middle of 
November the Fish Commission steamer 4 
will start for a trip around Cape Horn to the Pa- 
cific coast, where probably two or three years will 
be sous in investigating the food fishes of those 
waters. 

Of the Albatross the. Baltimore Sun says: The 
United States Fish Commission steamer A 
Lieutenant-Commander Tanner, which was fit 
with new boilers at the Columbian lron Works, has 
made her sea trial, and arrived at Wood's Holl, -¢ 
the headquarters of the commission, Sept. 20. The 
vessel spent four days in deep sea dredging, and rau 
at night. ln 1.200 fathoms of water—on the edge of 
the Guif Stream—there were dredged up from the 
bottom a number of new varieties of marine aui- 
mals, including a new genera of wolf fish. A num- 
ber of octopus, ecbiniderus, ascidians and crustacea 
were brought up in excellent copdition. Quitea 
rich field of bolothurians was found about miles 
due east of Cape Henry. These large, fat, boneless 
ereatures are roo. destined to become a tooth- 
some article of food im our markets at no distant 
day. A number of the crew of the Albatross, whose 
baunts had been about the Chesapeake and the 
fresh waters of the Potomac, suffered from sea- 
sickness, for the vessel was pushed to sea in a north- 
easter. The new boilers, however, kept the pres- 
sure up, as was evidenced by the frequent a of 
steam from the safety valves. The vessel, as tted 
in our port, is faster by a knot an hour, and carries 
four days’ more coal. 








MILITARY CYCLING. 


Tue British War Office has issued some important 
recommendations concerning the formation of cy- 
clist sections 1n volunteer battalions, which bave 
been drawn up by Col. Savile, Professor of Tactics 
at Sandhurst, who had command of the cycle col- 
umn formed in connection with the Dover volun- 
teer manoeuvres last Baster. Col. Savile s ests 
that the Cychist Section should consist of one officer. 
two non-commissioned officers, 12 to 20 privates, an 
one bugler. The officer should be specially quali- 
fied, and previously noted for energy, sagacity and 
self-resource, with a fair knowledge of tactics and 
field fortification. The men selected should be, as a 
rule, between 19 and 25, from 5 ft. 4 in. to5 ft. 9in., 
weighing not more then 12st., pronounced medicaty 
fit, and with good eyesight; should be marksmen, 
and should bave knowl ge of telezrapby or army 
signalling, anu of surveying or drawing. It is es- 
sential that the officer and sergeants should possess 
riding powers at least equa!, if not superior, to those 
of the average of the rank and file. The section 
should be mounted, if possible, upon machines of 
one ty the grotseunes being given to rear-driv- 
ing safety bic ; but, shonid the mounts be varied, 
a judicious allotment of duties may be made. The 
officer should carry a revolver and field glass; other 
ranks, rifles and bayonets. Officers and sergeants 
will have signalling whisties. Every machine should 
be fitted with means for ay arms, emmuni- 
tion, and the rider’s service kit, rifle, if neces- 
sary, being slung onthe man’s back. The section 
must frequently be practised iu carrying the equip- 
ment, and the best means of packing on different 
mnacbines must be considered, and no estimate of 
speed or endurance can be accepted regarding 
when the equipment is not carried. At every 
mounted parade tbe machine must be thoroughly 
inspected. Every rider must carry proper tools in 
a bag, and should possess a good general knowledge 
of construction and be able to execute simple re- 
pairs. His dress must correspond as closely as pos- 
sible to that of his battalion—tbe only requisite al- 
terations being the substitution of breeches or 
kvickerbockers, stockings or gaiters and shoes, in 
place of trousers and boot, und forage caps or 
gleugarries should always be worn. On the march 
the officer will lead and regulate the pace; the senior 
sergeant will be ou the flank to preserve distance, 
and the juvior in rear to prevent straggling. The 
officer will keep a diary of work te 
covered, and ai] casualties to men or machings, 
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HIGH EXPLOSIVES FOR WAR. 


THaT the recent successful experiment with the 
Pneumatic gun has made a profound impression upon 
the minds of those whose thoughts tend in that 
direction is manifest from the interest taken in the 
subject in naval circles. The points in this con- 
nection which present themselves with the greatest 
force are undoubtedly the ability to project with 
certainty to a considerable distance a destructive 
quantity of dynamite or any similar high-power 
explosive ; the certainty of the explosion of the pro 
jectile at the exact point desired and at no other 
place ; and, lastly, the cheapness and practicability of 
the whole apparatus. Lieutenant Zalinski's electric 
fuse has rendered possible the use of enormously 
destructive charges of high-power explosives with- 
out in any way increasing the danger to the users. 

The importance of the experiments with the Sili- 
man lies as well in the collateral as in their direct 
results, and chief of these is the impression they 
have produced upon the popular imagination. This 
makes it possible to secure for experiments in the 
direction of tho use of high explosives what is so 
much needed in this country —public approval and 
support. Zalinskihas shown what may be accompy 
lished by bringing shells loaded with a high explo- 
sive in contact with the sides of a vessel with force 
sufficient to produce the ‘‘tamping” required to 
give full effect to the destructive powers of nitro- 


glycerine, which in this form of explosive gelatine, 


is estimated as 71.050 foot tons for each ton of ex- 
plosive charge used. What seems to have struck 
many of those who witnessed the summary annihil- 
ation of the schooner Silliman last week was the 


_]| completeness of the destruction wrought by a single 


shell. More than one officer of our Navy has ex- 


pressed the opinion that the quantity of explosive 
which destroyed this vessel would have proved 
equally efficient against any ironclad afloat, but 
Ericsson in an article which appeared here seven- 
teen years ago (ARMY AND Navy JOURNAL, May 7, 
1870,) estimated that 800 lbs. of dynamite would, 
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be required to ‘destroy a te FE) Bona g war 
built on the Cellular plan.” 193 lbs, of blasting 
gelatine would be the equivalent of this, 
so that the charge fired from the Pneu- 
matic gun was little more than one-quarter 
the amount. Still, it was sufficient for the purpose, 
and the cut we give elsewhere in this number strik- 
ingly shows the effect it produced and inclines one 
to accept the most extreme estimate of the possibili- 
ties of such an explosion. This estimate is that 
under a Trafalgar or a Lepanto the sume quantity 
of dynamite would have easily rent so large an 
opening through the unarmored bottom as to send 
either to the bottom in spite of water-tight bulk- 
heads and the most powerful steam pumps. 
Regarded simply as artillery practice, and leaving 
out of the argument all reference to the other points 
developed by the Pneumatic gun, the results were 
very surprising, and far exceed anything of the sort 
hitherto attemped by the old-fashioned gunpowder 
artillerists of the past. Added to all this is the fact 
that this species of offensive artillery is yet in its 
infancy, and the lessons to be learned by expe: 
rience and experiment, tables for range, deviation, 
air-pressure for distance, etc., will all tend to in- 
crease the value of this essentially American system 
of protection and offence. Whatever the fate of 
the Pneumatic gun, ‘we are confident that we are on 
the threshold of great changes in our methods of 
defence, and that what is known as the ‘‘ dynamite 
gun” is destined in some form to play successfully 
the role which has been assigned to the mobile 


torpedo. 












RUSSIAN PROGRESS. 


Tue Siberian railway, one of the most gigantic 
schemes ever undertaken, is paralleled only by our 
Pacific Railroad lines. It will bring St. Petersourg 
into direct communication with Vladivostock in 
about fifteen days. The work is to be commenced 
next spring and completed in five years. It will 
immensely strengthen the military position of Rus- 
sia on the Chinese frontier and her naval position 
on the North Pacific, aud is another expression of 
what has been described as the irrepressible and 
wholly natural ambition of Russia, which impels her 
incessantly from the Arctic ports toward the open 
sea, a movement which presses on Turkey, on Per- 
sia, on India, and on China in a continuous line of 
front, extending 7,600 geographical miles across 
Asia, from the Bosphorus to the Yellow Sea, with 
the slow but steady movement of the avalanche. 
The sole present value of the new ra lroad to Rus- 
sia is strategic. Vladivostock is merely a military 
post, and the population of the Amur country was 
estimated in 1869 at 37,000, or about one inhabit- 
ant to four square miles, the population of the mar- 
itime provinces of Eastern Siberia being still less. 

It is very reassuring to English sensibilities, in view 
of the southern progress of Russia, to receive a con - 
tribution from the Nizam of Hyderabad of £400,000, 
for the defence of the Indian northwestern frontier. 
The Nizam, who bas always been friendly to the 
British, standing by them during the mutiny of 
1857-8, rales over some 9,000,000 of people, occu- 
pying a country of great agricultural and mineral 
resources, and yielding a State revenue of some 
twenty millions of dollars annually. The late 
Prime Minister of the Nizam, Salar Jung, contributes 
to the last number of the Nineteenth Century 
an article entitled ‘‘Europe Revisited,” which is 
especially significant just now. In it he speaks of 
the privilege “‘ it is to be citizens of the British Em- 
pire, whose flag is flying everywhere on sea and 
land,” and refers to the Oriental condition of mind 
as not only securinga large share of individual 
comfort, but rendering the inhabitants of India 
‘peculiarly receptive of the advantages of good 
government.” He also makes a strong argument 
against England’s withdrawing from Egypt and 
abandoning Nubar Pasha ‘‘to the forces of that 
national resentment which England herself has in- 
vited him to provoke.” This intelligent Indian 
gentleman is now on bis travels, and it 1s of interest 
in this country to find him saying, as he does in tie 
article from which we quote: ‘It is my intention 
also, before returning, to cross the Atlantic and see 
for myself that immense Republic, the daily growth 
of which appears to be a perpetual cause of unrest 





{to the other hemisphere. There must be much in 
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that far off Western world of great -imterest to the 


Orient, even though such a scale of development at 
euch an early age must involve, it would seem, a 
want of proper proportion in the whole body. A 
process of physical forcing, of over-stimulation, 
must surely be incompatible with the higher moral 
development. All this I hopetosee.” Salar Jung will 
be most welcome mm this country where he will find 
some of the results of the latest development of that 
Aryan civilization of which his native country is 
the oldest example. 





WE must go abroad for the news: the London 


Army and Navy Gazette says :

inewal, the President’s commentary was a warrant for h 
committal, duly executed, ot the said Chiet Justice to 
fortress—either Henry or Monroe. 

It will be a great favor to the American public if 
the Gazetée will furnish us with the date and the 
circumstances of the arrest of Ohief Justice Taney , 
for American records are strangely silent concern- 
ing it. He continued in office as Chief Justice of 
the United States up to the time of his death, October 
12, 1864, and ten years later Congress coupled his 
name with that of Chase, his great anti-slavery oppo- 
nent and successor in the office of Chief Justice, in 
a resolution providing for the erection of a monu- 
ment to each of the two. Chief Justice Taney did 
come in conflict with the Executive branch of the 
Government on the question of the authority of the 
President to suspend the writ of habeas corpus, and, 
in what is known as the John Merryman case, rend- 
ered an opinion denying that right. General Cad- 
wallader, then in command at Baltimore, was de- 
clared in contempt of court for his refusal to obey 
the writ, and a warrant was issued for his ar- 
rest, but the marshal reported that he could not 
obtain a posse comitatus of sufficient force to over- 
come the organized resistance to his authority. Mr. 
Lincoln obtained from his Attorney-General an 
opinion sustaining his authority and the protest of 
the venerable Chief Justice was ‘quietly ignored. 
The act of the President in calling out troops, with- 
out the direct sanction of Congress, was made in all 
respects legal and valid by act of Congress passed 
in July, 1864, together with ‘‘all the acts, proclam- 
ations, and orders of the President respecting the 
Army and Navy of the United States.” The ques- 
tion of the constitutionality of this post facto ap- 
proval was submitted to the U. 8. Circuit Court at 
Washington and Judge Wayne delivered an opinion 
sustaining it. 








Some change in Army methods will result 
from the operation of G. O. No. 60, A. G. O., which 
we publish this week. It modifies the time- 
honored custom of communication through the 
ordinary military channels on behalf of staff officers, 
precisely to what extent does not appear, for who is 
to decide as to the limitations of the phrase ‘‘in rela- 
tion to which military commanders can have no 
knowledge,” etc. Whatever difference of opinion 
there may be as to this change, we believe that the 
first part of the order, requiring officers forwarding 
communications to endorse thereon their remarks 
and opinious instead of transmitting with the usual 
phrase, ‘‘ respectfully forwarded,” will be generally 
commended. Such action is certainly necessary if 
the final authority is to be guided to an intelligent 
conclusion upon the matter requiring action. 
Would it not be well also to require the authorities 
at Washington to give more attention to these recom- 
mendations than they have done beretofore? Com 
missary-Gen. Macfeely is understood to be the author 
of the order. He has been anxious fur some time to 
have this ehange instituted, but for some reason 
was not successful before. As Acting Secretary the 
opportunity presented itself, and he was not slow to 
take advantage of it. Some surprise is heard that 
he should have the courage to shoulder the respon- 
sibility, and the prediction is freely ventured that 
the order will be revoked by the Secretary of 
War. It is well to consider im this connection 
the new scheme of British War Office reorganiza- 
tion, lately submitted to Parliament, which seems to 
have been received with general satisfaction, It 









certainly gives promise of greater harmony in ad- 
ministration and gives more scope than heretofore 
to the military side, under the direct control of the 
Commander-in Chief. Discussing the matter Broad 
Arrow says: ** We trust a very sharp definition 
will be made of the duties of the Financial Depart- 
ment. It is here where there is the greatest friction, 
and there always will be friction if the advice of 
the financial authorities is taken on great military 
questions rather than the advice of the Secretary of 
State’s military advisers, What is the use of the 
Secretary of State having a Commander in-Chief as 
his chief military adviser if he takes the advice of 
the Accountant-General by preference?” There 
might certainly be some improvement in our own 
Army matters in these regards.

Broad Arrow says: “The experiment has been 
made at San Francisco of brigading the regular and 
militia troops in camp together, with a view to their 
mutual instruction, but it is difficult to learn from 
tue local journals whether the experiment has been 
asuccess. The object of the joint camp was, it is 
stated, ‘ to give the militia officers an opportunity to 
study the details and discipline of a modern wili- 
tary camp;’ the result reported seems hardly to 
have met that requirement. ‘The touching of 
glasees and swapping of compliments,’ writes the 
war correspondent of one newspaper, ‘is all well 
enough in its way, of course, but increases neither 
the efficiency of the militia nor the knowledge ofits 
officers.’ The regular officers are blamed for this 
shortcoming. It is allowed that, ‘having abund- 
ance of time at their disposal,’ they assisted the mi- 
litia officers ‘ whenever the opportunity presented 
itself.” ‘But,’ adds the writer, ‘the assistance 
lacked systematic application.’ From this it might 
be inferred that the Regulars did not drink fair, or 
were slow in coming to time with the ‘touching of 
glasses.’ This used not to bea fault with the Regu- 
lars of any army.”’ Wecan assure our contempo- 
rary that when the American officer drinks at all he 
iavariably drinks fair, for it is held with him as an 
article of faith that “be who drinks epondulics avd 
gives his neighbor none’”’ is not a man to be trusted. 








A Paris despatch says: “The present state of 
things on the frontier cannot continue. The exist- 
ing laws are so different on the two sides that unless 
a neutral zone is marked out there will be war soon. 
There is something ominous in the spectacle of the 
Frevch and German gendarmes glaring at each 
other across the boundary line. Equally significant 
is the steady rapprochement of the French and Rus- 
sian peoples. If France were what she was we could 
not tolerate such things as are happening in Alsace- 
Lorraine. See how they grow in gravity: First, 
they entrap an official; pow they shoot Frenchmen 
down in cold blood. The frontier is a standing 
menace to the peace of Europe.” It certainly looks 
as though the Germans were not averse to hastening 
the war which they must see is inevitable sooner or 
later, unless there should be a miraculous change in 
the disposition of the French people.

ALUMINUM BRONZE FOR HEAVY GUNS. 


Tue U. 8S. Naval Institute has issued advance 
copies of a paper by Alfred H. Cowles on alumi- 
pum bronze or some of the other alloys of alumi- 
num for heavy guns, which will be discussed ata 
meeting of the institute to be held in Annapolis on 
Oct. 27. Mr. Cowles argues that by either the Rod- 
man or Deane process of casting, guns can be made 
of this alloy tbat will have a much higher tensile 
strength and ductility than the finest quality of 
mild steel forgings; that it would be impossible to 
burst a gun cast from this alloy with four times the 
powder pressure now used in the “built up” steel 
gun, and, finally, that the plants required for pro 
ducing aluminum bronze and casting guus therefrom 
would not require more than one-third as great an 
outlay as it is picgans to investin plants for the 
construction of built up guns, while not one-quarter 
of the tima will be necessary to build the aluminum 
plant and guns. Mr. Cowles also estimates that guns 
can be cast from aluminum bronze at 20 per cent. 
less cost than the forged guns of steel. while 68 per 
cent. of this cost will be capital stored away in the 
metal of the gun, which metal can be remelted and 
used over an indefinite number of times. The lead- 
ing metallurgists and ordnance experts of the 
United States, Great Britain, France, Belgium and 
Germany will be invited to discuss the paper.

GENERAL SHERIDAN’S OPINION. 


In his response to the toast to the Army at the 
Philadelphia Centennial Celebration of the adop- 
tion of the Natioual Constitution, Lieut.-Gen. Sheri- 
dan made a significant speech, saying: 


Mr. CHAIRMAW: I never discussed the Constitution very 
much, and I never made many speeches upon it, but I have 
done a good deal of fighting for it [creat applause], but I 
cannot let this occasion pass without expressing my grate- 
ful acknowledgments and - sincere gratitude to the Cen. 
tennial Commission and to the citizens of Philadelpma for 
inviting me to be present on this occasion. It bas n a de- 
lightful occasion to me, and it is one which will always be 
dear to my memory. It is the first centennial of the adop- 
tion of the Constitution of the United States. I have no 
doubt that every soldier inthe Army entertains the same 
sentiment of gratitude that I feel, because the old Regular 

rm a representation here. [Applause.] As you 
know, for many years we have been cut off from all t 
occasions where there was a chance for a little patriotic sen- 
timent. and bave been ruled outin the cold. Now I hope 
we are tocome in, and will be able to partake in those cele- 
brations the same as other citizens. pplause.] 

The so called Army of the United States, gentlemen, is a 
very small one,[am sorry to say [laughter], but the real 
army is one of sixty millions of people, andif the people 
are satisfied with it, nobody has any right to complain [mer- 
ew ay | The officers of that Army are ahighly educated 
body of gentlemen. There is none more so in any profes- 
sion, The soldiers are weil disciplined, self-supporting aud 
Obedient to all demands made upon them. 

We see the time comiug when we wili_not be so much en- 
paged io Indian hostilities. Then we will be willing to come 

aod cordially co-operate with the State forces, so that, in 
the event of any necessity for it,a good, stronzs army may 
be mobilized in this country. [Applause.] The Regular 
Army of the United States is a mere fiction. The real Army 
of the United States is all able-bodied citizens of the United 
States capable of yor arms. Mobilized, it would 
amount to 4,000,000 or 5,000,000 of good soldiers. 

Now, then, if all the shipping in Europe was allowed to 
come over here carrying men and materialsof war, and 
the Navy under Admiral Luce was to let them come over, 
without interfering with them in any way [merriment], 
they could not carry men and war material enough to make 
one campaign. [Applause.] So that the Army of the 
United States, in that sense, is about the largest Army in 
the world; but, as it is found to-day, it is about the smallest. 

I am rather on the side of Senator Ingalis in what he said 
to-night. He wants to make a coutinental republic of this 
couvtry. But there is one thing that you should appreciate, 

and that is that the improvement in guns and in the mate- 
rial of war, in dynamite and other explosives and in breech- 
loading gunsis rapidly bringing ux to a period when war 
wil) be eliminated from history, when wecan no longer 
Stand up and fight each other, and when we will have to re- 
sort to something else. Now, what will that “somethin 
else” be?

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MILITARY ABSURDITIES. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


UnpER the above heading. the ARMY AND Navy 
JouRNAL, in its issue of sept. 17, publishes a criticism 
on procedure ip Courts martial. The writer cites 
the case of an officer recently tried under the 13th, 
60th, Gist, and 62d Articles of War. The case is 
tound published in General Court martial Orders 
No. 52, Headquarters of the Army,c.s. His first 
objection is urged against the use of the word “ vio- 
late,” ana be affirms that the accused could not and 
did not violate the 13th and 60th Articles; but inas- 
much asit was charged thet he did violate them, 
our critic expresses surprise that this word was not 
likewise used in formulating the charges under the 
61st and 62d Articles. 

By reference to the order cited, the charges are 
found to read as follows: 

Charge ist. Violation of the 13th Article of War. 

Chesge 2d. Presenting or causing to be presented false and 
fraudulent claims ae the United States, in violation of 
the 60th Article of War. 


Charge 3d. Conduct unbecoming an officer and a gentile- 
m 


an. 

Charge 4th. Conduct tothe prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. 

lf reason exists why the word violation should be 
employed in formulating the first and second 
cbargess wby was it omitted in formulating the 
second and third charges? This seeming inconsis- 
tency appears “somewhat singular” and “strange” 
to our critic. If, however, it cin be shown that this 
difference in pleading is justified in reason and in 
law, the reproach of absurdity, it is assumed, will be 
removed. A brief examination of authorities will 
reveal the fact. that for centuries past iu criminal 
eee at common law in England, the courts 

ave required that it be set forth in the indictment 
that the offence charged was ‘“‘against tbe king (or 
queen) his (or her) crown and dignity: and if the 
offence had been made the subject of statutory 
limitation or definition, the further averment,”’ 
contrary to the form of the statute made and pro- 
vided,” was required. Turning now to our own 
country, we fiod most of the States require that an 
indictment sball runin their name, and conclude 
with the averment, “ agaiast the peace and dignity 
of the State,” or **commonwealth.”’ Where, how- 
ever, an offence at common law is defined by the 
statute and ita common law meaning changed, as 
for instance, where a misdemeanor is made a felony 
and its punishment provided for accordingly, the 
indictment must be drawn in conformity with the 
statute and the averment ‘contrary to the statute 
made and provided” must be set forth; for if 
omitted, the defect 1s fatal. 

Here, however, follows a very important distino- 
tion and one applicable to this discussion. Itis held 
that where the statute inflicts a punishment for that 
which was au offence before, judgment may be 
given for the punishment, although the indictment 
does not conclude, contra formam statuti."" Whar- 
ton Crim. L., 1, p. 316, sec. 409. 

Now, in all the Articles of War, except the 6lst 
and 62d. the offences set forth are carefully defined 
and tbeir punishment provided for. Hence following 
the rules of civil procedure, the charge in military 
pleading generally concludes with “in violation 
of ’—which words answer to “ contrary to the form 
of” in civil pleading. Now turn to the 6lst and 62d 
Articles. Here the offence is not defined. There is 
nothing in the civil codes that answers to them. 
Conduct unbecoming a gentleman, or vonduct to 
the prejudice of the well-being or good order of s0- 
ciety, is unknown to the civil law. If civil courts were 
ex: powered to take cognizance of such offences, it 
wou'd open up sources of litigation appalling to 
such courts 28 well as to foviety. For this reason 
and judging from this standpoint of the civil law, 
the 6lst and 62d Articles of War have been often 
severely criticized and condemned. Carefully con- 
sidered, however, the vonclusion is reached that the 
law making power 1a adopting these two articles 
into the military code, intended thereby to recog- 
nize and give greater validity to the customs of the 
Service—the common law of the Army. These 
customs bad their origin back in the dim 
centuries and their first precedents are found in the 
courts of Honor, of Chivairy. Then an individual 
offending against the code of honor of the military 
tamily was held to auswer to the common sentiment 
of his brothers in arms. Such is the fact to day ia 
the case of an officer held to answer uader the 6lst 
Article of our military code. To attempt to define 
all the offences that could possibly arise under that 
article the present writer believes would be a mis- 
take. An officer livesin the moral atmosphere of 
the Service, is or ought to be conscious of the de- 
mands of that Service, and if be lives true to the re- 
quirements of truth, courage and gentleness, in 
brief encourages growth in the attributes of a gen- 
tleman, he need never fear the want of definition 
of offences that may be tried under this article. 

What bas here been said of the 61st Article, ap- 
plies, with some modifications, to the 62d Article. 
Both rest upon the common law of the Service and 
an offence charged under them, although the facts 
alleged to constitute it are proven, 1s not un offence 
in law unless a Court- martial within its jurisdiction 
and discretion pronounces it so to be. 

This is not true of the other articles. For instance, 
if the facts going to sustain a charge of desertion 
are proved, a Court-martial is giver no discretion 
whereby the accused van be relieved of guilt. In the 
oue case the accused is tried by the customs of the 
Service, wLerein the Court is given discretion over 
both the law and the facts; in the other, the Court 
having determined the facts, must, by the require- 
ments of the statute, if a finding of guilty of the 
Specification is reached, proceed” to adjudge ade- 
quate pusishment. That is, the Court has no discre- 
tion whereby an offence known to the stutute can be 
held to be no offence. 
an further illustration and this branch ot the 

lecussion will be dropped. Carefully considered it 
x Ibe seen that the 6lst and 62d Articles authorize 

e trial of offences not defined, but werely indi- 
cated, and that these offences may be tried under a 
— form of charge, viz.: “* Conduct unbecom- 
ont etc., and “conduct prejudicial,” eic. An 
f eneée charged under these Articles cannot, there- 
ae be held to be “in violation” of them, because 
t oy simply authorize a determination through the 
ail ee of a court-martial, whether or not such 

eg ofeace is punishable by the customs, 


of the Service. Hence to formulate a 
under these Articles to conclude “in violation of” 
them might with some reason be held to be “ab- 
surd.”’ Certainly to use this phrase in connection 
with the 6lst and 62d Articles is unnecessary, and 
on the ground of surplusage ought to be omitted. 
But with regard to the 13th and 69th Articles, speci - 
fic offences are set forth, their punisbment provided 
for, and, following the approved practice of civil 
courts, charges under them should conclude contra 
formam statuti. 

Passing now to mere criticism upon the word 
“violation,” it is admitted that in the English law 
it has been givena narrow meaning. But in our 
military practice it has through long usage been 
given its present accepted a “ of contrary 
to,” and no good reason is seen why it should now 
be changed. 

Our critic next expresses surprise, that absence 
without leave on the part of an officer should be 
tried under the 62d Article of War. Absence with- 
out leave under the Articles of War can only be 
committed by enlisted men. To try an officer un- 
der tbe 33d Article ef War for absence without leave 
would, acvording to our critic, be proper. It is 
doubted if he can find an officer of the Army to 


agree with him. 
In this relation it may be well to refer to Sgeaees 
bat er- 
when eo officer or soldier, 


misconception concerning the 33d Article. 
ticle can only be viola 
present for duty, fails to fall 10 or appear on roll call 
or o:ber duty. Yetit oftep occurs that a man ab- 
sent without leave. whea properly charged for this 
offence under the 32d Article, is also characd with a 
violation of the 33d Article as often as be wissed roll 
calls during his absence. Absence without leave 
being the greater offence, and by reasou of ite char- 
acter, includes the other offences cited. Hence it is 
manifestly wrong to charge an enlisted man for a 
violation of the 33d while absent ia violation of the 
Ariicle. According to our critic, however, the 
oficer tried under the charges cited, should have 
been charged with absence from every roll call be 
failed to attend, during his unauthorized absence. 
Our critic will be left to draw anew bis conclusion 
of absurdity. If, however, his mistaken view of this 
article will lead company commanders to reconsi- 
der the method many of them adopt of preferriag 
charges under the Article, when the offences re- 
cited are corrected and inciuded ia time, during 
which the soldier was absent without. leave, some 
good will have been done. Few bad forms of plead- 
Ing eutertrined by Garrison Courts.martial, create 
among enlisted men a greater sense of injustice and 
wrong than the one here pointed out. 

In conclusion, it is sot understood here in the case 
under discussion a ebarge under the Zlst article 
would hold. Will the author of “Military Absurd- 
ities *’ explain? 

Again, just how a criminal who breaks the law 
does not violate it, while the judge who tries biw, 
or faila to try him, does, our critic should further 
explain, as the writer of this, as he believes will be 
true of many others, fails to comprehend biw.

REGIMENTAL ORGANIZATION FORK THE 
ARTILLERY. 
To the Editor of the Army and Navy Journal: 


Tue grievances of our artillery are familiar to all. 
Strange and diverse are the remedies suggested to 
cure the patient. One set of officers finds that con- 
solidation into « corps, with assignment of officers 
to such corps as they stand on the liveal list, will 
benefit them at the expense of their brotber officers. 

** What bird is clean that preys on fellow birds?” 
Whether there should be any increase in rank or 
not, as a mere consolidation would, as “ Justus,” of 
the Infantry, has written, “clinch a wrong already 
done.” 

ln view of the fact that the formation of a corps 
involves the recommissioning of our officers, their 
action would recall our boyhood days when assem- 
bled in youthful idleness some one would suggest 
baseball. The first to cry out “ pitch,” or “ catch,” 
or any other desirable position, especially if he had 
tae physical strength to maintain it, would fill such 

osition. 

° Now, when an officer, who by mere act of consoli- 
dation would gain one or two dozen numbers over 
men of longer service, expects to receive the sup- 
port of the artillery as a whole, he does not credit 
his brother officers with the ordinary 1otelligence of 
self-preservacion. Such a measure must meet with 
bitter opposition through members of Congress, who 
would only be too glad to have the injustice noted 
of any bill that would call for a materiul increase in 
appropriation for any item of Army expenses; and 
to maintain that the increase in expense that would 
result from promoting a number of odficers toa 
higher grade would be set off by cutting off five 2d 
lieutenancies, as is stated in a circular which eman- 
ated from ove of our large artillery stations, is 
puerile and imposes upon no ope. 

Any bill providing for the abolition of our time- 
honored regiments must meet with decided opposi- 
tion from various sources. Our colonels conld 
hardly be expected to resign the small semblance of 
independence they now and be ordered 
about, probably thousands of mules, at the whim or 
malice of a cmef of artillery. Such changes of sta- 
tion now involve the movement of regiments and 
the expenditure of thousands of dollars. All officers, 
and notably captains, are protected to a degree from 
beirg sacrificed to the interests, socia! or political, 
of other officers, by the mere fact that their being 
moved involves the movement of troops at great 
expense. 

Another class of officers who will natural!'y op- 
pose any scheme of consolidation are those who 
were left in the race to a first lieutenancy, but 
who now see a fair chance of making in pro- 
motion to a captaincy, what they lost in their first 
promotion. It is a notable fact that the very offi- 
cers who received the most rapid promotion to Ist 
lieutenancy after the war are among those now be- 
ing left jn the race to a captaiucy. nsolidation to 
yan means the confirmation of a wrong already 

one. 

Our theorists delight to attack the regimental or- 
ganizations despite the fact that 1t has been found 
to work well with the most military nations in the 








fiery ordeal of war; and many English officers insist 
thata corps is a cumbersome, unwieldy organiza- 





tion, In case of war with a maritime power we 
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would soqaire quite as large a body of artillery as 
the Boglish regiment of Royal Artillery. We cer- 
tainly will at times have to act os iofantry. The ad- 
vantages of regimentul organization under such cir- 
cumstances are undoubted. 

A number of gentlemen will soon assemble to at- 
tempt to agree upon some bill for our relief. We 
trust that the interests involved in our regimental 
organization will not be alienated, as it is an ele- 
ment not to be ignored in the difficult undertaking 
of attempting to move Congress to improve the con- 
dition of our branch. “Square Drea.”

THE ARTILLERY COUNCIL. 


PERMIT me to suggest the following for the con- 
sideration of the members of the artillery coun- 
cil soon to be convened, und also of the militia art- 
illery organizations of the country, as being, per- 
bape, a most important element toward a proper 
developmeut of the necessary defence of the coun- 
try. it secures the partial training of at least a few 
of the large number of artillerymen which any ad- 
equate system of defence will require to render itia 
any degree efficient. The inauguration of sucha 
plan will bring under the immediate supervirion, 
for purposes of instruction, of every artillery com- 
mauder responsible for the defence of anv given 

vint, a very cousiderable body of young and intel- 
apent men, the best possible material to call to his 
aid in the hour of emergency. That they would en- 
ter upon the necessary duties under the conditions 
aly mek canovt possibly be doubted, nor can it 

donbted that in time a fair degree of proficiency 
would be secured. But what is of much greater im- 
portance, there will be assured the supplementing 
of tbe present insignificant force of artiliery, by 
another of atleast excellent material. perhaps of 
respectable numbers, fair training and proper or- 
nization, familiar with their post of duty in the 
our of danger, and witha fairshare of the duties 
to be uired, and lastly. but by no means 
the maximum power for defence will be assured at 
a minimum of cost t+ the Government. 

. ——. Sec. 16387, Revised Statutes is hereby 
amended ae follows, by the insertion after the last 
word the following: “Provided, That whan any mi- 
litia artillery battery or battalion organization 
mu-steriog not Jess than 60 active uniformed mem- 
bers per battery sbail, with due approval of the 
regularly constituted State authorities, signify te 
the Secretary of War its intention to take part in 
the regular system of annual artillery dril) 
aud target practice for the artillery of the 
Army, and under such regulations as the 
President may from time to time prescribe, 
the Secretary of War shall duly assign such organe 
ization for duty at the fort or artillery s‘ation most 
convenient to its rendezvous. And pro - 
ther, that when uny proper militia battery organis- 
ation shall annually repa‘r to its appointed station 
and duly take part in the prescribed drills and tar- 
get practice fora period of not less than eight nor 
more than sixteen days in any one year, under the 
command and instruction of the regular artillery 
officer then in command, the members of such or- 
ganization havicg maintained an average dail 
presence of forty active, uniformed members, shal 
upon the muster and certificate of said commanding 
offiver, be entitled to and receive the following al- 
lowances and pay: to transportation from their 
regular rendezvous to station and return thereto; 
to suitable quarters or temporary allowance of ne- 
cessary camp and garrison ejuipage; to the same 
allowance of ammunition for drills and target prac- 
tice as fixed for a battery in the Army; to one ra- 
tion for each man per day for each day 
present; to one regular fatigue uniform per 
man present for each three annual tours 
of said duty, and to each officer and en- 
listed man actually present for duty, mustered 
and certified by the regular commanding officer of 
the fort or sation. a per diem equal to that for offi- 
cers or enlisted men of like rank in the Kegular 
Army. It is further made the duty of the War De- 
partment and of artillery commanding and other offi- 
cers, to afford tosuch militia artillery organizations 
all ordinary and reasonable facilities for acquiring 
proficiency in discipline, drill, and practice.” 

Sec. 1637, R. S., which 1t 1s proposed thus to amend 
reads as follows: “ Tre system of discipline and fleld 
exercise which is ordered to be observed in the dif- 
ferevt corps of infantry, artillery, and riflemen of 
the Regular Army, shall also be observed in such 
corps, respectively, of the militia.”

YANKEE INVENTIONS IN THE NAVY. 


Tue Herald reports a naval officer of high rank as 
saying: “Tbe administration of the Navy 
ment, abder Secretary Whitney, will be memora- 
ble for three things that will redound to bis credit 
and the greater honor of the American Navy. 

‘Phe first is the building of 19-knot cruisers, the 
designs for which, both in machinery and bull, are 
to be distinctively American. The second promi- 
nent feature of Secretary Whitney's administration 
will be the adoption of the pveumatic dynamite 
gunand the building of the dynamite cruiser by 
Cramp and Co. 

“The third step was taken Sept. 26, when Secre- 
tary Whitney ordered a contract to be made with 
the Pneumatic Gun Carriaye Company to build one 
8-inch central pivot naval carriage and equip the 
double turretted monitor Terror with ages, 
loaders, ventilators, refrigerators and steering gear, 
all to be worked by the company’s pneumatic s 
tem. The Terror is now at Cramp's ebipyard, and is 
perhaps the nearest completed of the five great 
monitors. The importance of this step is brnefly 
told when it is said that this system will make there 
formidable vesse'sus pleasant toserveon as 
modern cruisers can sibly be made, and, curi- 
ously enough, that which made tbis type ef naval 
vessels so objectionable to officers and men—that is, 
the impossibility of ventilation and comfort—having 
now been entirely overcome, the probability is that 
we shall havea revival of this classof vessels, at 
least for the defevve of our sea coast and harbors, 
The gun carriage to be built for the Navy is ideuti- 
cal in principle with the one built ander cont 
with Gen. Benét, Chief of the Army Ordnance Bu- 
reau, and undera special appropriativn by Con- 
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grees. Itis nowat Sandy Hook sappertng eaten 

and bas long since proved its claim to reliabil- 
fy’ in controlling the heaviest siege guns that can 
be mounted. That this system of checking the re- 
coil of our gunsis to be established in the Navy 
need only mention that plates of the pneumatic rub 
carriages illustrating this principle of the check to 
the recoil by the use of air, are pow be ng incorpd= 
rated in the text books on ordnance and gunnery to 
be used at the Naval Academy. 

“The adoption by Secretary Whitney of these 
three distinctive and im nt fea.ures—viz., 19- 
knot éngines, improved Wheans of warfare and se- 
curity in fring our he®vy guns, all three, too, the 
product of Ameriean genius and inventive skill, 
entitles the Secretary to the gratitude of every 
friend of the American Navy.”

rom experience and observation of many years I have 
mede up my mind that more frequent payments to the rank 

and file would prove detrimental to the Service. 

CARTOUCHE. 

We sympathize fully with ‘‘ Cartouche” in the 
matter of the extra pay rolls, and are well aware 
that many company commanders, short on licuten- 
ants, are greatly hampered for lack of clerical 
assistance. But this, to our thinking, is a minor 
question in comparison with the greater one in 
volved. Still, it is a question worthy of consider- 
ation : and, jndeed, we have considered it already, 
and have given thought to a system which we 
defer presenting. But even under the present 
M. and P. rolls, the clerical labor will be materially 
lessened if the system of frequent payments pro- 
duces the result hoped for ; namely, diminution of 
erime. The heaviest portion of the clerical work on 
the rolls is too often the ‘‘ Remarks,” covering 
records of trials, sentences, fines, etc. Reduce these 
to the minimum, and the preparation of the roll 
will be comparatively casy. The system of more 
frequent payments is on trial, and if it should pro- 
duce the results anticipated it would certainly be 
better to simplify the system of pay rolls rather 


than abandon it.

Mr. Burgess is comparatively ayoung man. He is 
37 years of age, a native Bostonian, and a member 
of as old Boston family. He wasa member of the 
eupplug firm of Benjamin Burgess and Sons untilit 
Was dissolved some years ago. . Burgess has had 
the advantage of a first-class education, being a 
graduate of Harvaru, of the clags of 1871. Among his 
classmates were the Hon, Henry Cabot Lodge and 
foe younzer Dr. Bigelow. Mr. Burgess, it appears, 
has always been of a scientific turn of mind, and it 
is a somewhat noteworthy circumstance that bis 

articular bias has been toward natural history.

GENERAL SHERMAN’S PECULIARITIES. 


THE clerk of one of the leading hotels in New 
York, conversing with a Sin reporter as to the pe- 
culiar ways in Which tlotable people were in the 
habit of registering their nantes, says of Gen: Shér- 
tan: “When be comes here be marches up to the 
desk, says * Howd'e do,’ and shakes Hands first. Then 
he swings the register around sidewise to give his 
name with a strong, sweeping movement. When he 
was in active service he pnt the General after his 
namt, but now it 1s simply W. T. Sherman. Hes 
one of the plainest, most democratic men in tbe 
world, and for all his apparent gruffaess he is very 
kind and thoughtful.

The 
balcony was crowded, and a reporter up there was 
having a hard time taking notes with people jostliug 
and crusbing bim.

Stepping in 
front of the newspaper man, he ttitned his back to 
him, bent bis broad shoulders forward, and said: 
* Here, make a table of my back.’ The reporter placed 
bis notebook on the General's back and scribbled 
away for ten or fifteen minutes The General never 
stirred, but patiently stood in thatcramped positioa 
until the speech wus finished."’ 

In the Pittsburg Despatch General Sherman is 
quoted as saying with reference to his New York 
life: “1 like New York City—it’s a great place— 
but after all its only a dot in this coun wh I enjoy 
life there, because | meet so many people I know, 
and I bave reduced my existence there down toa 
fixed and pleasant routine.” 

“The theatres and pretty girls,” suggested a gen- 
tleman who was evidently familiar with ‘’ecumseh’s 
weaknesses. 

The General laughed merrily and responded: 

“Oh, T'g¢ to the theatres on an average twice a 
week, and [am never ashamed to express my adm1- 
ration of pretty girls; on the contrary, I’m proud 
of it.

DRINKING IN THE ARMY. 


RECENT correspondence in the New York World 
having alleged much di unkeuness in the Army, etc., 
a Critic reporter valled upon Adjt.-Gen. Drum, and 
the interview is thus reported: **The allegation of 
the ‘Army officer’ who says that if every man 
found druuk was dismissed the Service.,our httie 
Army would dwindle down toa corporal’s guard, is 
simply a flight of the imagination. I can say that 
there is less drunkenness in the Army to-day than 
[ bave ever knowp. Of course during war meno 
will drink under the excitement of battle and do so 
while on duty, but at this time I know that ictem- 
perance in the Army is rare,and whenever a case 
occurs it generally finds its wav to the surface. 

“I feel very sorry for Capt. Gray. He was a 
splendid officer, but whiskey ruined bim, as it will 
all its devotees who allow the habit of drinking to 
grow ou them. As to the charges said to be pre- 
ferred against Col. Forsyth Ly Capt. Giay, that the 
former gave false testimony and committed per- 
jury, I can say that nosuch charges have been pre- 
sented to the department to my knowledge, and I 
think I would know if they had been made. Col. 
Forsyth is a man of bonor, and | don't believe his 
testimony was tinged with malice, as the despatch 
avers.”’ 

The article in the World, to which Gen. Drum re- 
plies, is as follows - 

An epidemic of drunkenness would seem to have pre- 
vailed in the Army and Navy during the summer, affecting 
even the Military Academy ut West Point, aod the civil bu- 
reaus of boih departments. The Army orders published 
yesterday contain a full report of the Court-martial and 
findings ia the case of West Point Cadets Wm. R. Dashiell, 
wm. h Hart, Geo. W. Kirkman, and Alfreu C. Merillar, 
who were tried for drunkenness at the State encampment 
at Peekskill in July. Executive clemency itterfered in each 
ease, however, and the sentence of Dasitiell and Hart was 
commuted to three mouths in the light prison, that of Kirk- 
man to tour months aud Meriliat to twg months’ similiar 
confinement.

CURIOUS DILEMMA OF AN ART COMMITTEE. 


THE most amusing incident about monuments of 
recent occurrence is that said to have happeved in 
connection with the decision in the compeution for 
the Lee monument at Richmond, Va. It will be re- 
membered that the modeis were examined in Wash- 
ington, u year or two since, by two New York sculp- 
tors, famous in America. They decided that the 
model made by Neihaus should have the first prize, 
and two other sculptors the second and third prizes, 
respectively. Wheu the models were taken to Rich- 
mond and exhibited to the public, with the names 
of their authors attached to them, it was discovered 
that one of those which failed to receive either of 
the prizes given to the best three was made by one 
of the best sculptors in France, and one with which 
the three sculptors who received prizes could not 
for an instant be compared.: It was also discovered 
that the Frenchman’s' model was vastly superior to 
that which received the first prize. As may be im- 
agined, this state of affairs created no little con- 
sternution. It was of course followed by letters of 
explanation to the French sculptor, on the part of 
the committee, a decision on the part of the associa- 
tion that the firet prize model would not be exe- 
cuted, and a suggestive invitation given to tbe 
Freach sculptor to wake another model. Ail this has 
resulted in the latter's receiving the commission to 
execute an equestrian statue of Gen. Lee. 














THE NEW RUSSIAN EXPLOSIVE. 


THERE is no end to the perfectly diabolical com- 
tition of the military Powers cf Europe in the 
isoc very of new chemical agents for the destructioa 
of mankind. It is reported that the Russian Minister 
for War has just concluded a series of experiments 
of a new explosive compound which bids fair to out- 
do the qualities of melinite, roburite, aad all other 
explosives whatever in its application to all the 
present uses of gunpowder. his new and murder- 
ous composition is destined, say many persons, to 
revolutionize the existing system of ammunition. 
The new explosive is the discovery of a Russian 
engineer, aod bas been christened Sleetover. Its 
streneth is cqual to that otf pyroxyliue, and has the 
immense advantage of being ten times cheaper than 
ordinary villanous saltpetre. Auotber great su- 
periority which it possesses over all the known ex- 
| pene of the dynamite class is that when fired its 
orce does not strike downward, but entirely ina 
forward direction, so that it can be used for all the 
purposes of cannon and musket charges to which 
ordinary gunpowder is now applied, without any 
damage whatever to the weapon from which it is 
discharged. It is stated, in fact, that ball cartridges 
loaded with it have been fired out of cardboard 
barrels as a test without the least injury to the 
latter. So satisfactorv, indeed, have been the ex- 
periments that it is reported that the Minister of 
War is about to have aspecial factory built for its 
manufacture. The composition of the new com- 
pound is, of course, a deep secret.—London Tires’ 
St. Petersburg Correspondence.

‘THE elation which the French feel at the discovery 
of coalin New Caledonia does not appear to have 
provoked the attention in this country the subject 
deserves. Up to now the French squadron in the 
South Pacific has been dependent upon the supply 
of coal from New South Wales.

or use On men-of-war, renders the island a self-sus- 

taining coaling station of the first category. As 
might be expected, ardent advocates of a Franco- 
Russian alliance seein the discovery a means of 
perpetrating infiaite mischief against an enemy’s 
commerce in time of war. Russia has Sughalien, 
with its extensive coal beds, in the North Pacific, 
close to the China seas; while France has now a cor- 
responding supply off Australia in the south. From 
both islands 1t will be possible to despatch cruisers 
with well-filled bunkers against hostile steamers 
and ports in timeof war. Of course there is another 
side to the picture, which appears to have been left 
out of account.—Exngineering.

THE BATTLE OF KETTLEBORY HILL. 


As we intimated last week, the greatest battle of 
the season was fought near Frensham last Friday, 
when Maj.-Gen. smuith’s fleld column had reached 
Weaver's Pond, about 15 miles from Aldershot. The 
uttacking force at war strength consisted of 5 bas, 
of intancry (20 companies), 2d bns. Field and 1 of 
R. H. A. (4 guns éacn battery), 2 sections (eld com- 
pany) KR. E., and 2 regts. cavalry (4 squadrons). Maj.- 
Gen. Philip Smith, woo had beeu reinforeed by one 
ba. of mfaptry and a battery of R. H. A., waa di- 
rected to fall back upon a strong position south of 
the Wey avd Til), but north of the Devil's — 
and Thursiey. The strength ot his force was only 
three-fourths that of the attackinge force; in artil- 
ler? two-thirds; and in cavalry and engineers, one- 
half, But the supenority in numbers was counter- 
batanced by the advantage of his position aud en- 
trencbments. Tbe reinforcemevts consisted of the 
24 Yorkshire Regimeut and Better’, D Prete. 
R. H. A. Gen. Buchanan's b KK. O. S. 

Ist R. Sussex, and the lst 

ceeded to Hankley, taking ground tv the left at the 
latter ow > and forming in front of, aud co-exten- 
sive with, defenders’ position. At a quarter past ten 
the column’s guaos opened fire on Buchanan's force, 
and for an bour both sides maintained an artillery 
duel. Meanwhile the usual cavalry play took piace 
on the roads leading to farnbam by Millbridge and 
Waverley, aud on Hankley Common, Kettlebury Hill 
aud Freusham. Ata quarter to 12 theright wing of 
the attacking force, consisting of the Royal Drag- 
oons, 2d R. Irish and 2d R. Inmskilling Fusiliers, ar- 
rived at the “ Pride of the Valley.” and after ashbort 
balt advanced (eastward) in the direction of Thurs- 
ley about half-a-mile, waen the infantry suddeuly 
fronted to the left (north,) dashed tbrouch a strip 
of plantation, quickly lined on Kettlebury Hill and 
poured about a dozen volleys into a regiment of the 
defending force, which according to the rules of 
sham fights should have been immediately put out 
of actiun, but no umpire beiog present at this eriti- 
cal juncture the commanfer of the bp. ordered it to 
retire. Col. Handley, 2 Yorkshire Regt, com- 
manded the brigade of infautry, composed of the 
two bus. of Lrish Fusiliers, and his timely flank 
movement brought the action to a close. [h the 
meautime Maj.-Gen. Sir D. C. Drury-CLowe’s left 
wing (Bucbanan’s command) vigorously assailed 
Smith's entrenebed position, aud desperate fighting 
was sustained for an hour, culminating in a deter- 
mined effort to carry the entrenchment by storm, 
but it was not at the time decided whether it was 
successful or not. In the early part of the action a 
detachment of the Laneers was captured by the 
Royals, who worked splendidly all day. The sig- 
nallers did good service, and ihe machine-guns were 
eapitally bandied. Theattackiug force got back to 
quarters at Aldershot about 5 Pp. M., having been un- 
der arms nearly 12 hours, Very tew men fell out, 
although the marching alove was over 24 miles ex- 
clusive of the fighting. This was the severest test 
of the Aldershot season, and the result is highly 
satisfactory. 

Maj.-Gen. Smith, under the idea of following up 
the Aldershot force, strurk his camp on ‘the Satur- 
day and marched on Aldersbot with the intention 
of establishing bis camp at Fleet, which was a march 
of about 14 miles, being reinforced en route by two 
bos. of infantry—the 2d Yorkshire and the Irish 
Fusiliers—and a battery of ihe R. H. and Field Ar- 
tillery. The Lancers were soon busy with tho 
enemy's scouts, aud it was sodu Seén that there was 
a force of considerable strength by Aweeg, BI ad- 
vance. It was commanded by Maj.-Gen. Williaws, 
Cc. B. R. A., and consisted of the yal Dragoons, 
one borse and two field batteries, the let Middlesex, 
ist Sussex, 2d K. O. Scottish Borderers, aud the 2u 
R. Leniskilling Fusiliers. 

Some active skirmishing took placein the valley 
below Cesar’s Camp between the Dragoons and 
Lancers, from which position aud Beacon Hill 
Smith's guns were poundivg away. While thia 
cavalry and artillery drill was proceeding, Major- 
Gea. Smith divided his force, and sending forward 
the Yorksbire Regiment and 1 Fusiliers to en- 
gage the enemy on Miles and Norris Hill, be, with 
the transport train and bis three remaimiag bas. 
eressed the canal by the Wharf Bridge, and worked 
his way in the direction of the rear of the position 





of the opposing force, Every success attended this 


clever flank movement, and when the “* Cease fire” 
sounded shortly after 1o'clock,i° was evident that 
nothing could prevent the column continuing its 
march to the camping ground at Fleet, the enemy 
having been completely driven off the road. Major- 


Gen. Sir D. C, Drury- Lowe, K. C. B., acted as chief 
empire of the operations, Lieut.-Gen. Sir A. Alison,

On Monday Major-Gen. Smith's camp shifted from 
Fleet to Brock’s Hill, just east of the Chobham 
Ridges.

The charge is 9 ib., the muzzle 
velocity is 1,900 ft. per second, and the pevetration 
close upon 7in. Next to the ‘size of the gun, the 
principal feature is the entirely novel system of 
mounting adopted. No trunnions are required, the 
prose being enqporves on rings. The carriage is also 

ttea with hydraulic recoll gear, and with a spriag 
for forcing the gun back to the firing position after 
discharge. Asa result of the trial it was found that 
ten aiming rounds coutd be fired in 30sec. A 60- 
pounder quick firing gua is also shortly to be tried. 


Tue feasibility of transporting torpedo boats by 
railway from one port to another across France has 
been practically tested with Torpedo No. 71, meas- 
uriug 108 feet in length, 7 feet*full depth, and weigh- 
ing without fuel or stores, nearly 60 tons. Special 
appliances and rolling material bad beeu used for 
lifting the vessel from tbe water and depositing 
upon four truckssupporting a long slip tu take the 
weight of the ball, and after the first essay deter- 
mined to effect the couveyance of the boat from La 
Seyne overland to C nevosaee, at ube other extrem- 
ity of France. Four days, it was estimated, would 
suffice for the journey, for, owing to the curves and 
gradients, and the risk of passing through tunuels 
on the various lines, night travelling bad to be 
avoided. The lieutenant-ia command, Babéae, and 
his crew of fourteen men, with the stores, uashipped 
funveland projectiug fittings, are accommodated 
in carriages making up the train, whose rear is 
close by the trucks with tae torpedo boat. 





THE manoeuvres of tho Austrian cavalry near 
Czakaturn, in Hungary, were a great success. The 
ch of the cavalry aud the attacks of the horse 
artillery were all made ventreaterre without any 
accidents. The Emperor,1na proclamation to the 
troops, as well as at the meeting after the mancu- 
vres, expressed his high satisfaction with them. 

M. Fare, the well-known french astronomer, has 
drawn attention ata recent meeting of the Frenvh 
Academy of Sciences to the peparest geological law 
that the cooling of theterrestrial crust goes on more 
rapidly under the sea than within a land surface. 
Hence he argues that the crust must thicken under 
oceans at a more rapid — and so give rise toa 
swelling up and distortion of the thinner portions 
of the crust, in other words to the formation of 
mountain chains.
